receiving a document status request via the computer 

network from the requestor, the document status request 
including a recipient identification; 

generating a document status report using the document 
database and the recipient identification; and 

transmitting via the computer network the document status 
report to the requestor . 

8- (Original) The method of Claim 1, further comprising: 
receiving via the computer network a document amendment 
request from a requestor, the document amendment request 
including a document identifier and subject matter information; 

retrieving a stored document from the document database 
using the document identifier ; 
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generating a document amendment using the subject matter 
information and the retrieved document; 

storing the document amendment in the document database; 

and 

transmitting via the computer network the document 
amendment to the recipient.
